AMERICAN PLANES REACH 
FRANCE ‘IN QUANTITIES’; 
‘SUPERIOR TO GERMAN’ 


PARIS, May 29 (AP). 

GOVERNMENT spokesman 
A said today American planes 

are now arriving in France 
“in considerable quantities” and 
are showing their superiority in 
action over “anything on the 
front.” 


American bombers especially 
are proving their excellence, 
often diving within 30 yards of 
the ground before cutting loose 
with bombs and pulling out, he 
asserted. These bombers, he add- 
ed, are much faster than Ger- 
many’s and easy to maneuver. 

A French press dispatch from 
the front today said: 

“Magnificent American bomb- 
ers in which we have placed so 
much hope have already entered 
the infernal battle of the North. 
They have achieved resounding 
victories over the German lines. 
All so far have returned to their 
bases safely.” 


BALKAN STATES 
SEEM VIRTUALLY 
LOST 10 ALLIES 


Excepting Turkey, They 
Are Influenced by Suc- 
cessive QOver-running of 
Neutrals by the Nazis.

BELGRADE, May 29.—The Bal- 


kans are practically lost*to the 
Allies. Turkey is the only excep- 
tion. There was a time when the 
Allies might have counted on the 
collaboration of Yugoslavia, Greece 
and even Rumania, in the event 
of a German, Italian or Russian 
attack in Southeastern Europe. But 
that was some time ago and much 
has happened since. Today there 
is a sort of panic among pro-Ally 
Balkanites. It started with the 
German success in Norway, in- 
creased terrifically with the Ger- 
mans’ invasion of Belgium, Hol- 
land and France, and now has 
reached the cold-sweat stage with 
the sudden surrender of King Leo- 
pold. 

The position of the Balkan coun- 
tries might be briefly catalogued as 
follows: 

Rumania—Practically sold out to 
the Axis for fear of Russia, hoping 
that, by signing with Germany and 
Italy now, it will be spared exten- 
sive territorial revisionism at their 
hands, if they win the war. The 
policy of balancing the two ends 
of the Axis against each other has 
been dropped. The Axis, function- 
ing as one piece, is too much for 
any individual Balkan state to han- 
dle. For some months Bucharest 
has tried to sidle up to Italy in 
the hope of easing German pres- 
sure but without much success. 

Yugoslavia — Turning desper- 
ately toward Soviet Russia, Yugo- 
slavia has never recognized the 
Soviet government and now is 
anxious to do so, in the hope of 
getting Russian support against 
Italy and Germany. Russia is far 
away and there does not seem to 
be much that it can do about help- 
ing Yugoslavia, except, perhaps, by 
exerting influence on Bulgaria or 
by threatening Hungary should that 
State show signs of wanting to in- 
vade Yugoslavia. And it is not 
certain that Soviet Russia wants 
particularly to help Yugoslavia, 
anyway. It may be assumed that 
Stalin is deriving considerable per-

600 MILLION 
MORE LIKELY

FOR DEFENSE 


Move for Extra Funds for 
Army Planes and Mech- 
anized Equipment Re- 
vealed After 


House Conference. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and War De- 
partment officials were reported to- 
day to be considering a supple- 
mental defense program for army 
equipment, planes and mechaniza- 
tion which would add more than 
$600,000,000 to the preparedness ex- 
penditures. 

Following a conference, in which 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau, Secretary of War Woodring, 
Louis Johnson, Assistant War Sec- 
retary, and Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, army chief of staff, re- 
viewed army needs with the Presi- 
dent, there were indications that 
Roosevelt would ask Congress for 
the further expansion of the defense 
program within a few days. 

The amount he may ask, it was 


said, probably will be less than one 
billion dollars but more than $500,- 
000,000—possibly around $600,000,000, 
That would be in addition to the 
$1,182,000,000 which Roosevelt al- 
ready has requested. 


Estimates Not Complete. 


The necessity for additional 
funds, it was said at the White 
House, arose from the fact that 
when President Roosevelt recently 
presented to Congress his defense 
message, setting forth the $1,182,- 
000,000 program, the army had not 
had time to make full estimates of 
its needs, 

After the White House Confer- 
ence on army needs, there were in- 
dications that the supplementary 
program would emphasize procure- 
ment of aircraft and tanks, anti- 
aircraft guns and mechanized equip- 
ment also would come in for a share 
of the money. 

One informed source spoke of a 
possibility of getting 3000 new 
fighting planes promptly. To get 
production capacity of the aircraft 
industry built up so that it can aim 
for a goal of 50,000 planes annually, 
he said, orders for pranes must be 
Placed without delay. 

In Roosevelt’s original defense 
recommendations to Congress little 
actual cash for purchase of air- 
planes was included. 

The supplementary program in- 
cluded nothing for the navy as yet.

KING GEORGE SENDS 
MESSAGE OF PRAISE 
TO TRAPPED ARMY 


“Hearts of Every One of Us 
at Home Are With You,” 
He Says. 


LONDON, May 29 (AP). — The 
War Office announced tonight that 
King George had sent a message to 
the commander-in-chief of the Brit- 
ish Expeditional Force’ saying: 
“The hearts of every one of us af 
home are with you and your mag: 
nificent troops in this hour of peril,” 


The King’s message said: 

“All your countrymen have been 
following with pride and admira- 
tion the. courageous resistance of 
the British Expeditionary Force dur- 
ing the continuous fighting of the 
last fortnight. 

“Placed by circumstances out of 
their control in a position of ex- 
treme difficulty, they are display- 
ing a gallantry that has never been 
surpassed in the annals of the Brit- 
ish army, 

“The hearts of every one of us 
at home are with you and your 
magnificent troops in this hour of 
peril.” 

The British Commander in Chief 
replied as follows to the King’s 
message: 

“The Commander-in-Chief with 
humble duty begs leave on behalf 
of all ranks of the British expedi- 
tionary forces to thank Your Majes- 
ty for your message. 

“May I assure Your Majesty that 
the army is doing all in its power 
to live up to its proud tradition 
and is immensely encouraged at 
this critical moment by the words 
of Your Majesty’s telegram.” 


NO JOBS FOR REDS AND NAZIS 


U. S. Civil Service Commission Not 
to Certify Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).—

certify for work in any Federal 
agency a person established to be- 
long to “the Communist party, the 
German Bund, or any other Com- 
munist or Nazi organization.”

PARIS, May 29 (AP). — The 
Allied armies of the North, 
fighting fiercely against odds, 
were reported today to be in- 
flicting heavy casualties on 
German forces attempting to 
pinch them off, but their situ- 
ation was acknowledged to be 
‘very critical.’’ 

A ‘“‘murderous’’ battle i 
raging in the Flanders pocket, 
a War Ministry spokesman 
said, but he gave no indication 
of the turn the fighting was 
taking. The French and Brit- 
‘ish troops were said to be dis- 


playing ‘‘admirable courage.’’ 
Fierce Fighting at Lille. 

The Allied rear guard is fight- 
ing Germans in the streets of Lille, 
the War Ministry spokesman said 
tonight, while the main Northern 
forces retreat toward the Channel 
coast. 

The spokesman . pictured the 
street combat at Lille as a fierce 
delaying action to cover the with- 
drawal from the Flanders pocket. 
(The German High Command said 
that Lille had fallen.) 

The Allies hoped to withdraw the 
bulk of the French and British 
troops. 

Calais—claimed by the Germans 
—was said by the French tonight 
to be only partly occupied by the 
invaders. The War Ministry spokes- 
man declared that “some” French 
troops were holding out there, 22 
miles from England’s Dover coast. 

The main German attack was re- 
ported directed toward Cassel, 
northwest of Lille and south of 
Dunkerque. 

Dunkerque Being Fortified.

Sweep Through Flanders 

The powerful German right flank 
crunched down through Flanders, 
over territory yielded in the Bel- 
gian capitulation, enveloping not 


only Ostend but also the Belgian 
towns of Bruges and Langemarck, 


| while the air force stepped up its 


drive to divide and destroy. 
Hundreds of power-diving bom- 


berg were thrown into the tre- 
mendous battle and it was freely 
predicted in Berlin that the en- 
trapped British and French, esti- 
mated at a half-million men, would 
be wiped out or be German pris- 
oners within two days. 

Then, if wide speculation is borne 
out, there will be a tremendous 
push on Paris—not England. (An 
NBC correspondent, in a broadcast 
from Berlin, said the German radio 
for the first time today was play- 
ing a song directed at France 
rather than England: “We are 
marching, marching into France.”) 

German commentators revised 
their previous estimates of the 
“pocketed” Allied forces—700,000— 
downward to 500,000. 

Germans declared that counter- 
attacks to crack the steel jaws of 


the trap had been beaten off “with 


the bloadiest losses.” 

German troops moving from the 
East and the West met at Lille, 
scissoring through Allied forces. 
One body of Allied soldiers was 
said to be pressed into an area 
about 12 miles square, south of 
Lille. 

Dunkerque, one the next targets 
for the Germans smashing along 
the French coast of the English 
Channel, was reported by flyers 
to have been burning for three 
days and there were unofficial ad- 
vices that fighting raged in the 
streets. 


Successes Claimed. 

With their strategic position im- 
proved tremendously by the Tues- 
day dawn capitulation of the 300,- 
000-man Belgian army on orders 
from King Leopold III, the Ger- 
mans were able to report, in ad- 
dition, the following successes:

No concentrations are reported 
and only concentrations mean any- 
thing to military experts, The ad- 
vantage Italy enjoys lies in the 
fact that its first blow can be made 
by aircraft and fleet. Supporting 
troops could then be moved swift- 
ly so that there may not be any 
warning concentrations before the 
surprise blow. 

Preparing Public Opinion. 

What impresses observers is the 
methodical way in which other 
preparations proceed — especially 
the preparations of public opinion. 
Reports from the western front 
speak of the German army as per- 
fection itself and nothing is riven 
of the terrible toll in dead or of 
the dangers which lie ahead of 
Hitler if victory is delayed. 

The propaganda includes reports 
of revolts in France put down by 
machine guns, divisions in both 
France and England, and hints 
that one ally will betray the other 
by a separate peace. Whisperers 
had it, moreover, first that France’s 
Pierre Laval and then Georges 
Bonnet had come here to prepare 
a super-Munich, 

Primting the meagerest versions 
of President Roosevelt’s Sunday 
speech, the newspapers character- 
ized it as “pathetic.” The Italian 
public, which has feared that its 
own intervention would . bring 
America in, is being persuaded that 
America is divided and unprepared. 
The latest whispers add that Japan 
has agreed to attack America if 
Washington should move—a report 
of which is so widely spread that 
I heard it from nine Italians in a 
single day. é 

Vatican Paper Conforms. 

In this situation, the Vatican in- 
structs its priests to pray for peace, 
but its organ, Osservatore Romano, 
allowed on the streets again at 
last, is very like any other Italian 
newspaper. Similarly, the army 
officers who once saw the danger 
of German defeat, despite initial 
victories, are now so awe-stricken 
by the German successes that they 
consider the war already won. 

Thus Mussolini—that master of 
internal politics—is fashioning his 
public once again to follow him 
blindly, and Allied feelers for an 
understanding which would keep 
Italy neutral are being rudely re- 
jected.

Failure of F rench and Belgians on Right and 
Left Caused Predicament of English in 
Flanders, It Is Asserted. 
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LONDON, May 29.—Still intact, 
despite the battering it has received 
during the last two weeks, and still 
completely game despite the fact 
that it has been virtually surround- 
ed, the British Expeditionary Force 
today took its stand near the chan- 
nel coast of Belgium, prepared to 
sell its many lives as dearly as 

possible. 

The B. E, F., it is stated in Lon- 
don, has not lost its cohesion and, 
having withdrawn some miles to- 
ward the coast to protect its flanks, 
is fighting well, admirably support- 
ed by the French. If it goes down, 
it will do so fighting all the way. 
A high personage here asserted 
that the setback suffered by the 
British was due entirely to German 
gains against the Belgians and 
French, 

“The B, E. F, itself offered stout 
resistance and whatever ground 
was lost was regained in almost 
every instance,” said this source. 
“There can be no recrimination be- 
tween the Allies; on the other hand, 
facts must be faced. The French 
Government has admitted that the 
French army failed to offer the re- 
Sistance expected of it and drastic 
changes have resulted. The present 
predicament of the B. E. F, is the 
result of these failures.” 


Failure on Right and Left. 
Failure of the French and Bel- 
gians to the right and left of the 
British was the cause of the British 
withdrawal, he said, and that with- 
drawal, beginning east of Brussels 
and continuing to the channel, was 
“a tribute to the brilliance of Vis- 
count Gen. Gort (B. E. F. comman- 
der-in-chief), to the efficiency and 
cle headedness of the comman- 
ders, and to the tenacity of the 
British troops,” 

Following is a responsible Brit- 
ish appreciation of the position as 
it now exists and of the events 
which have led up to it: 

“The present situation is ex- 
tremely grave. Even before King 
Leopold’s defection, it had been 
obvious that the British force, by 
going into Belgium, was risking 
putting its head into a trap. It 
now seems likely that we shall pay 
heavily in British lives for King 
Leopold’s choice. 

“Nothing that we say today can 
be of the slightest value to the 
enemy and one is free to tell-in 
outline the story of the 18 heroic 
days. 

Defenses Failed to Stop Nazis. 
“When the French and British 
armies moved forward into Belgium 
in answer to its appeal, they took 
up positions previously planned,

bulwark if Belgian defenses along 
the Albert Canal and the Meuse 
failed to stem the German advance 
long enough for the Allies to reach 
them. 

“The early collapse of the Bel- 
gian advanced positions enabled 
the Germans to push on fast and to 
attack violently the lines held by 
the British east of Brussels, from 
Louvain to Wavre, and by ethe 
French on their right, from Wavre 
to Namur. Simultaneously, the 
Germans advanced rapidly through 
the Ardennes and pierced the 
French defenses on Luxembourg 
frontier. 

“The French armies on the Brit- 
ish right withdrew and the B. E. F. 
had to withdraw in conformity. 

“The B, E. F. withdrew with its 
right flank almost in air, main- 
taining tenuous contact with the 
rapidly retreating French forces on 
that flank, and this through 
the country and along the roads 
which were being heavily bombed 
and were congested almost beyond 
belief with refugees and French 
and Belgian soldiers and transport. 

Heavy Fighting Along Scheldt. 


“After giving blow for blow all 
the way, the B. E. F. established 
themselves, as directed by the 
French high command, on the 
River Scheldt from Naulde on the 
right to Audenarde on the left. 


“On this line some fierce fighting 
took place and little ground was 
lost. But German pressure on the 
French forces further to the south 
increased and so did that fatal 
gap which had now been created 
between the French armies on our 
right and the main body. In con- 
sequence, we had to carry out an- 
other withdrawal to defensive posi- 
tions which we had built along the 
French-Belgian frontier during the 
winter. 


“In the meantime German ar- 
mored and motorized divisions had 
streamed through the gap. 

“In an endeavor to close it the 
British force moved down to the 
Arras area and counterattacked 
successfully. The Germans were so 
vastly numerous, however, that our 
success Was only a local one, and in 
the end our little force was almost 
surrounded and only just got away.

Germans gleefully declared that 
the Allied jig was up in the Artois- 
Flanders pocket.

day with more than 1500 Americans. 

Many of those stranded here, 
however, hope for another route 
homeward.

Senate Navy Group Informed of 
Powerful New Explosive. 
WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).— 


The Senate Naval Committee said 
today that “a reputable scientist” 
had reported discovery of an ex- 


plosive approximately 100 times 
more powerful than TNT, most de- 
structive of World War explosives. 

Reporting to the Senate its ap- 
proval of a bill to authorize emerg- 
ency expansion of the Navy air 
force, the committee urged that all 
new developments and new meth- 
ods be given “careful and serious 
consideration, especiallv so in view 
of the fact that Germaz suctess 
to date appears to be due in some 
measure at least to new develop- 
ments in warfare.”

At this point the committee re- 
port carried\a parenthetical note 
saying the explosive in question 
was not the Barlow liquid-oxygen 
carbon bomb, recently tested by 
military experts. 

“Another (scientist) has informed 
the committee,” the report con- 
tinued, “that fuels have been de- 
veloped which will increase the ra- 
dius of action our our aircraft ap- 
proximately 50 per cent.”

Sir Roger Keyes, Who Was 

“With King, Says Impor- 

tant Facts About Surren- 
der Are Undisclosed. 


LONDON, May 29 (AP)-—Ad- 
miral of the Fleet Sir Roger Keyes, 
who as a special British liaison 
officer was with King Leopold 
until late Monday night, issued a 
statement today hinting that there 
were certain important facts not 
yet generally known attending the 
Belgian monarch’s sudden capitula- 
tion to the Germans. 

Sir Roger requested that judg- 
ment be “suspended on a very gal- 
lant soldier until all the facts are 
known.” 

Sir Roger, a World War naval 
here who wanted to lead an at- 
tack on the Germans holding 
Trondheim, Norway, last month, 
was appointed early this month as 
naval attache at Brussels for spe- 
cial liaison work with King Leo- 
pold. 

Estimate of Losses. 

The military correspondent of 
Reuters (British news agency) 
wrote today that the Belgian army, 
originally 700,000 to 800,000 strong, 
had only 300,000 effectives when it 
surrendered—evidence of its stub- 
born fight against German as- 
saults. 

The British morning press pulled 
no punches in telling the public of 
the dark picture and in denouncing 
the young Belgian monarch as a 
traitor. However, both Prime 
Minister Churchill and Alfred Duff 
Cooper, Minister of Information, 
like Sir Roger ,asked the people to 
suspend judgment. 

Sir Roger’s statement said: 

“Some very hard things have 
been said in this country and 
France about the action taken by 
King Leopold in bringing about the 
cessation of hostilities in the part 
of Belgium occupied by his troops. 
I trust judgment will be suspend- 
ed on a very gallant soldier until all 
the facts are known.” 

King Pictured as Skunk. 

The bitterest denunciation came 
from the tabloid Mirror, which car- 
tooned Leopold as a crowned ser- 
pent with the caption: “Gentle- 
men, the King!” and described him 
in an editorial as a “skunk.” 

The Daily Express, published by 
Lord Beaverbrook, Minister for 
Aircraft Production, commented: 
“The cost in British and French 
lives of this betrayal will be im- 
mense.” The paper told its 2,500,- 
000 readers, however, that “we must 
keep all anger for our one enemy 
~—Hitler.” 

Congo Still at War. 

Leopold's surrender, it was said 
here, failed to affect the status of 
the Belgian Congo, Belgian colo- 
nial possession in Africa, since the 
Belgian Government, sitting in 
Paris, had repudiated the King and 
declared its intention of pursuing 
the war. 

The Congo is rich in rubber, cop- 
per, cotton and other products. It 
was said it would remain Belgian 
just as the Dutch East Indies re- 
mained Dutch after German occu- 
pation of The Netherlands. The 
Governor of the Belgian Congo was 
instructed by the Belgian Govern- 
ment to ignore Leopold’s surrender.

Challedon - 
Not Ready 


For Races 


NEW YORK, May 29 (AP).— 
“Challedon is sound as a bell. 
There’s nothing wrong with him. It 
depends on the horse himself when 
he will run again.” 

So spoke Lou Schaefer, trainer of 
William L. Brann’s “horse of 1939,” 
at Belmont Park yesterday. Challe- 
don has not been to the races in 
seven months. His last start was 
Nov. 1, when he defeated Kayak II 
in the Pimlico Special, and rumors 
have been heard ever since last win- 
ter that something must be wrong 
with the horse. 

They began when Challedon 
passed up the Widener Cup, winter 
classic at Hialeah Park. Next he

The rumors had him suffering ev- 
erything from fallen fetlocks to 
housemaid’s hooves. Clockers of re- 
pute had said they didn’t think 
Challedon would be fit for a hard 
race until Saratoga in August. And 
when an intimate friend, important 
in racing, asked owner Brann last 
Saturday about his plans for the 
four-year-old bay son of Challen- 
ger Il-Laura Gal, Brann was non- 
committal and uninformative. 

But here’s how Schaefer ex- 
plained the situation: 

“Challedon finished up two sea- 
sons of hard campaigning with the 
Pimlico Special last November. We 
‘unwound’ him for only a month, 
then began preparations for the 
Widener Cup. But the bad weather 
and frozen track at Columbia 
stopped that. 

“He was jogging during the win- 
ter, but is in training again now: 
doing fine and breezing on the slow 
side. He earned that good rest. 
There isnt’ a pimple on him. He 
never was broken down. But we’re 
not going to rush him.

Moral, Social Values. 


And, finally, a Hitler victory 
would mean a werld revolution in 
still another sense—in moral and 
social values and ideals, in cultural 
standards, in manners, in fashions, 
ir languages. If the Nazi beats 
the English gentleman in this war, 
then the Nazi is going to replace 
the English gentleman as the ideal 
of millions of human beings. If 
dictatorship beats democracy in 
this war, then whole nations are 
going to embrace dictators. If a 
Ku Klux Klan mentality wins the 
war, then nightriders are gving to 
sweep through the darkened fields 
of half the formerly civilized globe. 

One of the greatest of all moral 
revolutions which this war will 
bring in, if Hitler can win it with- 
in a year, will be the revolution 
in the world’s attitude towards war 
itself as such. 

For a generation, Western man- 
kind has believed that modern wars 
are so appallingly costly in blood 
and treasure, and that nobody could 
win enough from them to make 
them worth fighting. But if Hitler 
can continue to impose the terms 
of a war of movement on the Al- 
lies, and can win the war at as 
relatively little cost as he has been 
winning it so far, then the world 
is going to change its mind and 
decide, rightly or wrongly, that 
wars are or can be highly profit- 
able, after all. In the end, this 
might be the most important single

TODAY AND TOMORROW 


All or Nothing: America’s Preparedness 
Program Should Be Based on Paramount 
Principle Nation Has Prior Claim on 
Everyone’s Services and Possessions. 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 

HE nation needs an@ the nation 
T aeserves, and it is expecting, 

better leadership than it is get- 
ting from its public men. This ap- 
plies to the President no less than 
it does to the. Republican candi- 
dates. 


Thus far all of them have been 
talking as if the same old speeches 
which they have been making these 
Many years could be adapted with 
only a few verbal changes to the 
extremely critical situation in 
which the country finds itself. 

Thus, the Republicans are under 
the impression that the same prin- 
ciples which would make for indus- 
trial récovery in a peaceadle world 
are valid for developing the nation’s 
military power in a very warlike 
world. 


They are as grievously mistaken 
as were the British conservatives 
who thought they could arm Great 
Britain and yet carry on their busi- 
ness as usual. 


The President and his New Deal- 
ers, if one may judge by the Sun- 
day evening broadcast, are still un- 
der the impression that the whole 
collection of measures which re- 
strict production and enhance con- 
sumption can be maintained while, 
as a kind of sideshow, the nation 
seeks to develop armaments. 

They are as grievously mistaken 
as the British Labor party which 
clung until last week to the notion 
that a good deal less than the max- 
imum national effort and sacrifice 
would be enough to protect their 
country. 


Neither the Republican leaders 
nor the New Dealers seem to have 
realized the magnitude of the task 
which confronts us, or to have 
grasped the elementary lessons of 
the European experience. 

Not only are they all talking pol- 
itics, either as critics of the ad- 
ministration or as _ self-justifying 
apologists, but what is much worse, 
they are betraying the fact that 
their minds are still closed, and 
that they do not know what they 
are doing. 


They are, of course, all of them 
ready to authorize on paper a gi- 
gantic armament program and to 
appropriate whatever funds may be 
theoretically necessary to carry it 
out, 


But from the way they talk, it 
would appear that they themselves 
do not know, and_ therefore the 
people are being misled about, 
what this program mus mean in 
terms of duty and work and sac- 
rifice. 


It is unfair to the people not 
to tell them the truth. For only if 
the people know the full truth will 
they be able to stand the shocks 
that events may be preparing, or 
be nerved to the effort which will 
be required. 


It is false and misleading and 
dangerous for the Republicans to 
pretend that they can give this 
country the armed strengh it needs 
and also a normal prosperity. 


It is false an dmisleading and 
dangerous for the New Dealers to 
pretend that they can arm this 
nation without asking anybody to 
make any sacrifice. 


It cannot be done, and the no- 
tion, betrays a degree of mental and 
moral unpreparedness which will 
lead here, as it has elsewhere, to 
the tragic policy of “too late and 
too little.” 
= 


The principles which govern a na- 
tion that is organizing its military 
power are fundamentally different 
from those which govern it when, 
securely at peace, it is aimirig at 
prosperity and social reform. 


Unless our leaders in both parties, 
and the people after them, under- 


stand these principles, the whole ef- 
fort for adequate defense will bog 


down inevitably and inexorably in 
confusion and failure, 

How radically different are the 
principles which are now operative 
will be brought home to us, per- 
haps, by considering first the rela- 
tion of our existing national debt to 
the outlays which will be necessary. 

The xepublican leaders have been 
making speeches saying that be- 
cause we have a debt of 45 billions 
we are starting with a handicap 
of 45 billions. Astonishing as it 
may sound at first, this is entirely 
untrue. 

The existing national debt has no 
direct relation to the nation’s 
capacity to arm. For this debt is 
an internal debt, payable in dollars 
within the United States, and a 
debt of this character is important 
vniy in a civilian economy. 

In an economy in which military 
requirements take precedence over 
all other considerations, ..n internal 
debt may affect the methods of 
financing armaments but it does 
not affect at all the capacity tv 
produce armaments. 

If anyone doubts this, let him 
remember that a bankrupt Ger- 
many has carried out the greatest 
armament program in all history. 


Not only may we dismiss from 
our minds the notion that the high 
national debt is in itself a handicap 
to the efforts we must make, but 
we may go further. 


We may say that because our 
debt is solely an internal debt while 
we possess virtually oanfimited pur- 
chasing power’ externally in the 
form of gold and of export sur- 
pluses, we are as respects financial 
means invulnerable. 


Money is no limitation upon any 
effort we need to make. The only 
limitations are to be found, first, 
in our own capacity to produce, and 
second, in our capacity to obtain 
delivery from Asia and Europe of 
critical strategic materials which 
we may be prevented by other Pow- 
ers from buying under ordinary 
commercial conditions in the open 
market. 

The reason why an internal debt 
is immensely important in a civilian 
economy but not in a military is 
as simple as it is fundamental. 


revenues of the Government are 
those which it can obtain by taxa- 
tion and by borrowing. 

Revenues are not unlimited be- 
cause excessive taxation will cause 
the taxpayer to try to escape from 
the tax collector by seeking ref- 
uge somewhere beyond his reach; 
and excessive borrowing destroys 
the confidence of investors and 
causes them to hoard their sav- 
ings. 

But in a state where military re- 
quirements are paramount, the 
whole property and the whole work 
and the whole savings, and finally 
the lives of the citizens, are _ in 
principle dedicated to the national 
defense. 

The peace-time limitations which 
arise from the individual’s free- 
dom to give or withhold ‘his sav- 
ings and his services no longer 
apply. 

When the safety of the nation 
is at stake, this freedom to give or 
to withhold is suspended; in the 
last analysis there is in principle 
no volunteering. There is only 
obligatory national service which 
no one may refuse. 

How far the national service is, 
in fact, to be made compulsory is 
a matter of expediency of admin- 
istration and not of principle. How 
far it is expedient to retain the 
method of volunta~y service and 
voluntary contribution depends 
upon how effective it proves to be 
under the spur of patriotism and 
the latent power of the nation to 
compel the individual to serve it. 


A nation has not begun to pre- 
pare itself in the modern world 


until it has made the principle of 


; 


‘and administration activity to place 
contracts and train men. 


In a civilian state, the maximum | 


universal service for national de- 
fense the basic axiom of its morals, 
its thought and its policy. 

The more clearly it grasps the 
necessity of universal service, and 
the more wholeheartedly it accepts 
it, the more readily can it organ- 
ize itself without exorbitant sacri- 
fice and fatal delay. 


For only on the principles of 
universal service do the problems 
of organizing a people for ade- 
quate defense become soluble. . 

In spite of the Republicans and 
of the New Dealers, the organiza- 
tion of defense is not a matter of 
superimposing an armament and 
training program upon the undis- 
turbed normal activities of the 
country. 

It is a matter of giving the na- 
tional defense undisputed priority 
over all the normal economic activ- 
ities of the people. 


In order to do that, it is not 
enough, as the President implied, 
to expand armaments merely by 
taking up the slack of existing 
unemployment. 

A little can be done that way, 
but we shall deceive ourselves if 
we do not recognize that the bulk. 
of the effort must be derived from 
curtailing our normal consumption 
and of rededicating a large part 
of the labor and the materials from 
civilian to military purposes. 

We shall not have to give up 
butter in order to have guns. But) 
we shall have to give up many 
gadgets, private and collective gad-

On 24-Hour Day, 
But Output Lags 


Bauxite Shortage Said 
to Hamper Replace- 
ment of Aluminum 
Used in Finnish War.

ROM Moscow, in the Soviet 
F tour I undertook after a rest 

following my war coverage in 
Norway, I flew south over hun- 
dreds of miles of the Ukraine, 
Russia’s immense bread basket. 
For hour after hour, all the way 
to Odessa, we soared over what 
looked like one single vast, limit- 
less landing field. 

This is the incredibly rich 
Ukrainian land which Adolf Hitler 
has said must become a part of 
Nazi Germany’s “lebensraum” (liv- 
ing space). Here—if the Nazis 
should win in the West—a few 
thousand German planes might one 
day plant invading troops almost 
at will. At least, they would have 
hundreds of miles of landing fields 
from which to choose. 

The Russian beside me, a man of 
better than average education, for- 
tunately spoke a little German. I 
asked him if he did not think that 
Hitler might turn on Russia to 
seize this rich bread basket if Ger- 
many won in the West. Without 
hesitation, he answered, “Of 
course.” 


Over Dnieprostroy Dam. 


We flew over Dnieprostroy, the 
huge hydro-electric dam and the 
enormous industrial development, 
of which the Russians are justly 
proud. It was the 24th day of 
the month—therefore divisible by 
six—and therefore a day of rest 
in the Soviet Union. But the chim- 
neys of Dnieprostroy’s steel and 
aluminum plants were belching 
smoke. It was the same farther 
south at Nikolaiev, on the River 
Bug. 

My companion told me that the 
factories all were operating on a 
24-hour basis. Here the Moscow 
Government was bending every ef- 
fort to replace, at the greatest pos- 
sible speed, the invaluable tons of 
steel and aluminum which were 
destroyed in the Finnish war. 

From the air, Dnieprostroy 
looked almost like Pittsburgh dur- 
ing a war boom, yet in Moscow I 
learned that its aluminum 
plant, which produces 65 per cent 
of all the alumnium in the U. §. 
S. R., now is operating at 50 per 
cent of capacity. A shortage of 
bauxite is said to explain this 
fact; nevertheless, aluminum is vi- 
tally essential to any nation which 
goes to war. How to reconcile this 
gap in Russia’s economic armor 
with troop concentrations in the 
south?

When we landed from Riga at 
the Moscow airport, we were only 
seven passengers. The Intourist 
representative who guided us_ into 
a waiting room beside the customs 
inspection hall was courteous and 


‘helpful, nevertheless one hour and 


40 minutes passed before I finally 
got through the customs. 

Later I heard much about the 
suspended train service, the terri- 
bly overcrowded trains, the lag in 
production in industry, plans for 
vast crops which are still un- 
sown, and much more. Long be- 
fore I reached Odessa I understood 
why the Kremlin talks peace even 
while keeping a watchful and per- 
haps a covetous eye on Bessa- 
rabia. 

Emerging from the Soviet Union, 
Lincoln Steffens once said, “I have 
seen the future and it works.” To 
the ear, they were thrilling words 
and at that time they may have 
seemed true. Today one leaves 
Russia filled with conflicting im- 
pressions and emotions. There 
seems little else to say than this: 
“IT have seen the past—and it 
crawls.” It crawls painfully and 
often cruelly and sometimes hero- 
ically. But in comparison with the 
outside world this is still the case 
of Soviet Russia, loaded down with 
the ball and chain of centuries of 
oppression.

The position of the Belgium front 
line on the nm',ht of May 27 is un- 
certain. Some accounts have it 
that the Belgians were trying to 
hold the line of the River Lys from 
Menin to Ghent, with the British 
on their right stretching south or a 
little east of south down in front 
of Lille. The Belgian front, if cor- 
rectly stated, would be roughly 60- 
65 miles in length, disregarding the 
innumerable windings of the river. 
In the defense of a river line, it is 
generelly considered that a divi- 
sion (triangular type, as in the Bel- 
gian army) can defend a front of 
10-14 miles; this is at full strength, 
of course. The Belgians may have 
had as many as 1° (infantry) di- 
visions, presuming that the six 
second-line divisions had been suc- 
cessfully mobilized. But the Bel- 
gian army had peen fighting hard, 
its effectives must have been great- 
ly reduced and so we cannot as- 


*lsume that the Belgians had an ef- 


fective strength of much more than 
half the original number—say the 
equivalent 6f eight to 10 divisions.

Franklin Miller announces he will not be a candi- 
date for re-election as Circuit Attorney of St. Louis, 

It was a mistake for Mr. Miller to seek this office 
in the first place, because he never had the tempera- 
ment for it or the capacity for it. It was our mis- 
take, as well as Mr. Miller’s, for we supported him £2 
years ago to succeed the ineffable Howard Sidener. 

Franklin Miller has an excellent legal mind, of 
the judicial rather than the advocate type. But his 
record as a prosecutor, which we have often de- 
scribed and often documented, has been a dismal 
series of flops. -If we -have been harsh in criticism 
of him, it is because of the many important public 
causes that occurred during his long tenure which 
required action of the most vigorous and alert kind, 
and which did not receive it.

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HENRY HORNER’S FORTUNE. 


He was‘ young Henry Horner when he first held 
in his hands and scanned the text of a book which 
Abraham Lincoln had read and chuckled over on 
that old Eighth Illinois Circuit. The book was 
owned by Henry Horner's law partner, Frank Whit- 
ney, whose father, Henry C. Whitney, had been a 
friend and fellow circuit rider of Lincoln’s.

MR. McDANIEL SHOULD RESIGN. 

Lawrence McDaniel, Excise Commissioner of St. 
Louis, is a candidate for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of Missouri. 

If Mr. McDaniel, private citizen, wants to be a 
candidate for Governor, that is his business. 

If Mr. McDaniel wants to be a candidate at the 
same time that he is Excise Commissioner, that is 
the people’s business. 

He should resign his city job. 

He should resign it, not because it is a city job, 
but because of the peculiar nature of that city job. 

The office of Excise Commissioner is the branch 
of the city government which enforces the liquor or- 
dinances of St. Louis. It investigates police cases 
involving taverns and it maintains deputies who make 
investigations on their own initiative. 

It conducts hearings on complaints of law violation, 
decides whether there have been infractions and 
measures out penalties. It determines whether to 
dismiss cases, suspend licenses for a few days or 
deny tavern operators the right to sell liquor. 

This outline of the functions of the office in itself 
proclaims the impropriety of Mr. McDaniel’s continu- 
ing to be Excise Commissioner during *his candidacy 
for the nomination for Governor. For here, obvious- 
ly, is an office which exerts great power over an in- 
dustry which can be (and notoriously was in the old 
pre-prohibition days) balefully active in politics. 

Mr. McDaniel’s candidacy while he holds the post 
of Excise Commissioner is twice improper. It is 
improper from the standpoint of the business which 
he must regulate. For that business is one which 
is particularly susceptible to dark coercion. It should 
not be brought under the influence or will of one 
political party, let alone a single candidate. Neither 
should it be put in such a position that it will vol- 
unteer political support in exchange for favors, real 
or imagined. 

But the situation is equally improper from the 
standpoint of Mr. McDaniel.’ The candidacy is an 
invitation to laxity on the part of the Excise Com- 
missioner. It is an invitation to dismiss cases and 
to assess milder penalties. 

Mr. McDaniel announced early last December that 
he would be a candidate for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor. In the preceding six months, he assessed 57 
penalties. In the six months beginning last Decem- 
ber and including this much of May, he has assessed 
23 penalties. This is a reduction of more than 50 
per cent in penalties since he became a candidate. 

It may be said that there are mitigating circum- 
stances, that not so many cases were brought before 
the Excise Commissioner in the second six months. 
The fact remains that the activity of this office has 
been materially affected by Mr. McDaniel’s candidacy. 
During the last 12 months, his office has conducted 
an average of six hearings a month, with the num- 
ber per month running as high as 13. 

Thus far in May, only two hearings have been 
| held. This means that cases will wait longer for 
disposition, that less attention can be given to in- 
dividual cases. 

The City of St. Louis pays its Excise Commissioner 
$6000 a year. The city is entitled to as much of his 
time as his- duties require. 

One of the hopeful things about the post-prohibition 
period has been that the liquor business appears to 
have learned a lesson from the harvest yielded by 
the old alliance between the saloons and politics. 
There are encouraging signs that the brewers and 
distillers are trying to keep down the excesses which 
brought the eighteenth amendment and Volsteadism. 

It is imperative that Mr. McDaniel remove this 
embarrassing, improper and dangerous situation. 
Everything requires his resignation as Excise Com- 
missioner forthwith. He has already held the office 
too long. 
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NO “PING” GIRL FOR HOLLYWOOD. 


At last a movie actress has been found with suf- 
ficient stamina to call a halt to the bizarre publicity 
methods for which Hollywood is notorious.

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IT’S STILL THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Supreme Court decisions handed down Mon- 
day were notable not only for their importance as 
legal rulings but as evidence that our highest ju- 
dicial body, after President Roosevelt’s five appoint- 
ments, is still very much a forum for the interplay 
of legal points of view. 

The Apex Hosiery Co. decision, which held general- 
ly that a labor union must restrain commercial com- 
petition “in some substantial way” to be subject to 
anti-trust prosecution, was by a 6-to-3 division of 
the court. 

Two other important decisions of the day—those 
which held that the working hours of employers of 
motor carriers, excluding drivers, came under the 
Wage-Hour Act and rejected the claim of an army 
man, recently enlisted, to a special allowance au- 
thorized in 1922—were 5-to-4 rulings. Still another, 
n an SEC case, was by a 5-to-3 vote. 

Van Devanter, Sutherland, Butler and McReynolds 
were the four Justices who comprised the dissenting 
minority of four in important decisions three years 
ago. The first two have retired. Justice Butler is 
dead. Only McReynolds of that group remains, and 
yet, with Roosevelt-appointed Justices in their chairs, 
5-to-4 decisions are being handed down.

imposed on London and Paris. In fact, they 
have long considered this just as important 
as the war plan itself. 

Predominant in their councils, according 
to neutral insiders, has been the classic pre- 
cept of Bismarck—an idol of Hitler’s. One 
must either destroy a conquered nation en- 
tirely, the great diplomat said, or leave it 
essentially intact. Quoting this, a leading 
Nazi remarked to this writer some time 
ago: “At Versailles, they took half-way 
measures. We shall not repeat that mis- 
take. We will do one or the other.” Which 
—is now the question in Berlin. 

The chronic party radicals around Goeb- 
bels favor total destruction. The moderate, 
far-sighted Goering and General Staff lead- 
ers are talking of the milder Bismarckian 
alternative. And the few available omens 
seem to indicate that Hitler prefers the lat- 
ter. There are various—not humanitarian, 
but very practical—reasons for this. 


The smashing of the British Empire has 
always been considered most inadvisable 
by the Berlin moderates. 

They fear that with the destruction of 
London as a center, one of two things may 
immediately happen. Either the seat of 
the Empire may be transferred at once to 
Canada—with the bulk of the British fleet. 
Or that the dominions and India may de- 
clare their independence. From reports of 
“entirely speculative conversations” in Lon- 
don recently, Berlin judges the former pos- 
sibility as the stronger. In either case, the 
riches of Britain’s: possessions will be very 
hard to get at. 

It is, therefore, vastly preferable—these 
moderates think—to let London continue to 
administer what only London can admin- 
ister. As a vassal state, of course, with 
the German pistol pointed always at its 
head. Germany might then—slowly—ease 
into the control of the Empire without hav- 
ing to conquer each dominion separately. 

A second fear—and this has been hashed 
out by the German General Staff College 
for years—is the danger of the militaristic 
solidarity of the North American continent. 
It would be heightened by the establishment 
of’a British imperial center in Canada. 

The resources of this combination would 
be so great and their desire for revenge 
so strong that they would form a continu- 
ous source of support for evepy attempt at

insurrection by the subjugated countries of 
Europe. Hitler himself has an almost 
superstitious dread of American power— 
despite our present distaste for getting into 
the European war and our weakness in 
armaments. And all neutral sources con- 
firm that the danger of our eventual in- 
tervention was an important factor in his 
launching the blitzkrieg when he did. 

It is in Berlin’s books to lull this country 
back into comparative isolationism—to cope 
with Britain first in a way that will not 
bring us to our full height. 

A third fear which weighs heavily in Ber- 
lin—particularly with Hitler himself—is the 
danger of Japan’s controlling the East. Half 
mystically, half practically, the Fuehrer has 
always believed that the “Son of Heaven” 
was destined to lead the Orient against the 
Occident. He has said so on various occa- 
sions in the sort of gatherings where he 
really speaks his mind. ' 

At any rate, the Wilhelmstrasse sees Japa- 
nese control of the Pacific an automatic 
corollary to Britain’s complete and imme- 
diate destruction—a control which will af- 
fect Germany as violently as it would all 
all other governments of the white races, 
as the events of the past years have shown. 

+ « * 

How Hitler hopes to accomplish this end 
is not known. Whether Churchill’s Govern- 
ment would accept terms from Berlin is 
impossible to foresee as yet. But it is def- 
inite that these thoughts are uppermost in 
the minds of the Berlin Ssatraps. And neu- 
tral observers in the Reich capital think 
they have the next move closely calculated. 

The German General Staff, according to 
these reports, has not swung its forces to 
the channel ports for any fear of Gen. Wey- 
gand. In fact, they regard—judging from 
the experience of last week—the French 
Army as a pushover for the extraordinary 
Nazi armored and aerial machine. And 
they believe Paris knows that any further 
resistance will be practically useless, in the 
face of a fire power superior to their own 
by almost 5 to 1. 

Whether the’ French make a separate 
peace or not, the Germans are now prepared 
to break out their entire air reserve and 
submarine fleet from Calais and Dunkerque. 
The ‘moment that that’s over—and those 
same observers, who haven’t been wrong up 
to now, believe it won’t take long—Berlin 
will be ready to talk turkey with London 
and Paris.

Opening the St. Louis Market to Arkansas Coal 


HE biggest single market the smokeless, 
or semi-anthracite, coal of the Fort Smith 
area has ever gained may be opened if the 
Interstate Commerce Commission grants 


the application of the Frisco Railroad for 
permission to make a solid trainload or 
“wholesale” freight rate of $2 a ton on 
shipments of this coal to St. Louis. 

In the determined campaign to get rid 
of the smoke nuisance, one of the greatest 
problems encountered by St. Louis, which 
gets coal from the Illinois-Indiana-Kentucky 
fields, is the obtaining of an ample supply 


of smokeless fuel at a price that would per-

mit its general use. It is estimated that 
St. Louis could use as much as 1,500,000 tons 
of the Arkansas hard coal annually. But at 
present freight rates, the retail cost would 
be too high for many domestic users, 
amounting to $8 or $10 per ton, as compared 
with around $5.50 per ton which it is cal- 
culated the low trainload rate would permit. 

Last year, only 37 carloads of coal were 
shipped to St. Louis from the entire Arkan- 
sas-Oklahoma district, embracing developed 
deposits of this type of smokeless fuel. That 
figure should sufficiently indicate what the 
opportunity to ship solid trainloads might 
mean for the Arkansas coal mining industry.

HAIGH BILL APPROVED 
BY HOUSE GOMMITTEE 


It Extends Restrictions on Po- 
litical Activity of 
Jobholders. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP). — 
The House Judiciary Committee to- 
day approved the Hatch bill, al- 
ready passed by the Senate, to ex- 
tend to Federal-state employes re- 


strictions on political activity now 
applied to Federal employes alone. 

The committee which once 
shelved the legislation then re- 
versed itselfand agreed to give it 
further consideration was reported 
to have approved it, 16 to 7. 

The Hatch legislation would 
broaden the so-called Hatch Clean 
Politics Act passed last year for 
Federal workers. It would apply 
to state workers paid in whole or 
in part by Federal funds the aét’s 
restrictions on “pernicious” politi- 
cal activity. 


It also would limit the expendi- 
tures of a national campaign com- 
mittee to $3,000,000 in any cam- 
paign. (In 1936 the Republican Na- 
tional Committee disbursed $8,065,- 
524 and the Democratic National 
Committee, $5,030,848.) 

Another provision would limit 
the total of campaign contributions 
by any one person to $5000.

Perhaps public men cannot af- 
ford to tell the people all at once 
the stern facts of the life which 
they have now to lead. 

But they themselves must not 
fail to understand these fundamen- 
tal things and they must be ready, 
if catastrophic events develop, to 
give the country leadership with- 
out which panic and confusion may 
overcome lucidity and courage. 

Let the politicians understand 
that if worst comes to the worst, 
the only remedy for fear will be the 
total recognition of the naked truth, 
and the only remedy for demorali- 
zation will be the conviction of the 
people that there is a high duty to 
be discharged and that there is 
great work for them to do.

are holding the strong Dunkerque- 
Lille line. Ths situation is, how- 
ever, extremely confused, with the 
Germans redoubling the activities 
of their roaming mechanized forces 


behind the lines, trying to occupy, 
with the infantry supporting troops 
of these forces, positions which will 
separate the British in the Arras-

around Valenciennes, as well as cut 
off any chance of retreat from the 
French west of Lille.

In the south, if one may judge 
from Premier Reynaud’s speech, 
the French have been giving their 
first attention to establishing a 
strong defensive front along the 
Rivers Somme and Aisne. This 
would be essential as a preliminary 
either to a defense of Paris and the 
vital centers of the rest of France, 
or as a springboard for a great 
counteroffensive. It seems probable 
that such a counteroffensive was in 
preparation, was perhaps just be- 
ginning to get under way, when the

Belgian army was a far more im- 


news of the Belgian surrender ar- 
rived. Its purpose must have been 
to join hands with, and thereby res- 
cue, the armies of Flanders, and the 
stabilization of a front covering the 
French Channel ports and thus 
abating the worst, though not all, of 
the German threat to Great Britain. 
How much the Belgian surrender 
has altered the calculations on 
which Gen. Weygand had prepared 
his plans is, of course, impossible to 
know here. 

The stabilization of a front with 
its left resting on Dunkerque, and 
covering the French channel coast, 
seems much less likely now that the 
Belgian army will not be included 
among the defenders of that front. 
Indeed, Premier Reynaud’s speech 
(and it is to be remembered that 
he had just been conferring with 
Generalissimo Weygand before he 
made it) seems to indicate an in- 
tention of attempting stabilization 
now on the Somme-Aisne line. That 
means giving up the channel ports. 

It does not mean giving up hope 
of trying to rescue the British Ex- 
peditionary Force and their French 
comrades. These may get out of 
their trap in one of two ways: by 
hacking their way through the Ger- 
mans to the south to join hands 
with the French advancing—if pos- 
sible—from the Somme; this they 
must do while preventing them- 
selves from being overwhelmed by 
the Germans ccming through Bel- 
gium on what would then be their 
rear, whicn seems to call for a 
sacrificial defensive stand on the 
partof some of them. Or they may 
try to embark at Dunkerque for 
Great Britain, if Dunkerque can be 
held; the fate of Ostend and Zee- 
brugge (assuming all Belgian re- 
‘sistance to have . really ceased) 
seems sealed. Or they may divide, 
and part go each way; they may, 
indeed, be compelled to divide by 
further German advances. 


Chance That Remains. 


Their case would be all but hope- 
less, now, considering the question 
of supply and communications, were 
it not for the chance which still re- 
mains of relief by French pressure 
from the south. During yesterday 
fighting continued, and the resist- 
ance of the beleaguered armies was 
described even by the Germans as 
being very stiff. A British military 
spokesman used the ominous 
phrase, “While ammunition holds 
out,” in describing their condition. 
The French communique, however, 
still speaks of activities along the 
Somme, and it is possible that more 
will be heard from that quarter 
later. It cannot be much later, if 
the flickering hopes of the trapped 
armies are not to be finally extin- 
guished. 

One more point may be men- 
tioned—the British commander-in- 
chief, Viscount Gort, has the stout 
heart and fighting qualities which 
are demanded above all else in a 
man in his present position. One 
does not win the V. C., two D. S. 
Q.’s and Military Cross in His Ma- 


jesty’s Brigade of Footguards for 


trifles. The rench commander, 
Gen. Georges Maurice Jean Blanch- 


ard, also has a high reputation for 


firmness and coolness. And at work 
in their behalf is the tireless genius, 
the cool and soldierly judgment and 
energy of Gen. Weygand. 

It seems that only a miracle will 


now save these Northern armies; 
but Weygand has produced mira- 
cles before.

Musical Refugee From Europe 


Herbert Weiskopf, Now Resident of St. Louis, Was Director of Opera in Prague.

UT a short time ago Herbert 
Weiskopf was a rising young 
orchestra conductor in Europe. 
As guest conductor he had led 
great orchestras in Rome, Berlin, 


Vienna, Paris. He was permanent 
director of the Government-sup- 
ported theater in Prague, where he 
produced grand and light opera 
and also plays. He was conductor 
of two symphony orchestras of the 
Government-controlled radio sta- 
tions in Prague. He had made 
much headway in the musical 
world for a man 35 years old. Then 
came the annihilation of Czecho- 
Slovakia. Although born in Han- 
over, Germany, he had become a 
citizen of Czecho-Slovakia. Not 
concerned with.the political situa- 
tion, nevertheless having Jewish 
blood on his father’s side, he knew 
he had better get out. 

“The instant Hitler took over 
Austria, I applied for a passport to 
the United States,” said Weiskopf 
in his studio at the Cabanne School 
of Arts, 1003 North Union boule- 
vard, “Naturally there would be 
a delay before my name came up in 
the quota. People of Central Eu- 
rope sometimes wait 10, 12 years 
for an American visa. I went to 
Scotland to devote myself to study 
of the English language. Last 
August 19, friends in America hav- 
ing signed an affidavit in my be, 
half, I ‘was informed I could have 
the passport. I had made a good 
connection*with the British Broad- 
casting Co. in Edinburgh, but I 
lost no time getting passage on 
the first available boat. That was 
August 26.” : 

Despite the break in his career, 
the pain of leaving his mother, 
now married to a so-called Aryan 
German acceptable to Hitler, and a 
sister living in Switzerland, only 
two miles from the German border, 
Weiskopf is not sorry to be in 
America and especially in St. 
Louis. 

“Since a child,” he related, “T 
have felt an intimate connection 
with St. Louis. My father and 
mother came here to the World’s 
Fair in 1904, leaving me at home, 
just half a year old. My father

was a prominent engineer and 
chemist in Germany. My mother 
was a famous beauty in her youth. 

“The Engineers’ Club here made 
much of my father and my mother 
made friends socially. We had at 
home a large silver bowl presented 
to my father by the St. Louis En- 
gineers’ Club. Three pdrties from 
St. Louis afterward visited our 


home. For yeafs my mother cor- 
responded with St. Louis friends 
and she was always full of enthu- 
siastic memories of this city. So I 
don’t feel as much a stranger as I 
might.”

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Teach Yourself to Swim

This is the fourth of 14 articles on 
swimming by Miss Bleibtrey, former 
Olympic and world freestyle and 
backstroke champion: 


N teaching swimming I like to 
| :eter to the body as a boat. 

When it is lying still, it bobs 
about, or drifts easily with the 
motion of the water. When the 
body-boat is commanded into ac- 
tion, it will have propellors, pad- 
dle wheels and fuel with which to 
move. Its general position in the 
water will depend on the amount 
of power applied, whether for speed 
or cruising. The torso is the boat 
itself. The leg drive is the pro- 
pelling power. The arm motions 
become the paddle wheels. The 
breath intake and expulsion is the 
fuel, which feeds the engine of the 
boat and keeps it in motion. 

The leg drive, or propellor ac- 
tion, supplies greater power and 
speed to your’ boat than any other 
individual action, therefore be care- 
ful to give it consideration, The 
kick is really quite simple to do, 
once you have acquired the knack 
of it. Its alternate drive helps to 
keep the boat on an even keel. 

In these lessons we shall learn 
how to motivate the floating body 
by propelling it through the water 
with the six-beat, double-trudgeon 
American Crawl kick. The leg mo- 
tions used for the kick are excel- 
lent as an individual exercise for 
strengthening the abdominal walls 
and back muscles. When applied 
diligently, as swimmers do in train- 
ing, it becomes the best hip reduc- 
ing exercise known. 


Practically every joint and muscle 
of the body is brought into action 
when you swim the crawl. Let us 
assume that you have mastered the 
face-down float. You are now 
ready to use that floating body as 
a boat which you are going to 
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THE CRAWL KICK IS STARTED FROM THE HIP JOINT. 


propel through the water by means 
of your leg drive. We shall find 
out first how far that body-boat 
will travel through the water of its 
own momentum when launched by 
a push from the wall or from the 
bottom into a floating position. 

The depth of the water is the 
same all the way across the shallow 
end of the constructed pool, Make 
sure Of this by walking across 
close to the end wall. Determine 
how much space you have for prac- 
tice by walking along the side wall 
of the pool until you are in water 
above your waist line, but not as 
deep as shoulder level. 

In order to become familiar with 
the motions of the kick, hang on to 
some stationary object while learn- 
ing. Take hold of,the rung of the 
ladder, level' with, or underneath 
the surface of the water. It is im- 

ortant that the object is not above 

he water. The body must be in a 
floating position, just as relaxed as 


it Was when you were in a suspend- 
ed float, not hanging on. 

The crawl kick is started from 
the hip joint. The legs are straight 
and close together, allowing only 
enough space between the legs to 
move them up and down freely. 
The toes are pointed and turned 
inward, pigeon-toed fashion. In 
pointing the toes, see that the ankle 
is so bent that there is a continu- 
ous straight line from the _ shin 
bone to the toes. The foot must not 
be kept at right angles to the leg. 
The legs are swung freely up and 
down alternately. One will be lift- 
ting back and up, while in a float- 
ing position, and the other will be 
kicking down. 

The width of the kick at its 
widest point, for the-time being, 
should not be more than a foot 
deep. This width shall only be at 
the ankles.

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Veterinaries 
And How They 
- Help Doctors

F I could afford orchids as lav- 
I any as my colleague, Walter 

Winchell, I would pass one out 
to Dr. Robert S. MacKellar, a vet- 
erinary surgeon, for his article, 
“How Do You Look to Your Pet?” 
in a current magazine, 

Dr. MacKellar implies that we 
physicians could learn a good deal 
from veterinaries and I most hear- 
tily endorse this sentiment. I 


know frequently in actual practice 
physicians have gone to veteri- 
maries in order to get advice on 
the use of serums for infectious 
diseases and for diseases that can 
be transmitted to human beings 
by animals, and in my own experi- 
ence, the advice has been scientific, 
exact, and practical. 

Medicine has learned a great deal 
from veterinary surgery. I am do- 
ing research right now trying to 
make a list of all the things it has 
learned and hope to be able to pre- 
sent it to my readers in the course 
of the summer. | 

One of the magnificent things 
that the veterinary is compelled by 
the nature of his work to do that 
I wish physicians would learn to 
do, is to make a diagnosis of what 
is the matter with his patient on 
the basis of what he can see and 
feel and infer. A veterinary’s pa- 
tients cannot tell him their story. 
Sometimes this is an advantage, 
because he does not get a false idea 
as human doctors do by listening 
to their patients. 


I remember a patient we had once 
in the clinic, a very stubborn in- 
dividual, who readily submitted to 
taking off his clothes but would 
not tell us one thing about where 
he had a pain or what he was suf- 
fering from. All he would say was 
“Find the sickness” and we finally 
had to do it just as the veterinary 
does it. 

I know a teacher in the medical 
school who has a clinic every once 
in a while which he calls the “Vet- 
erinary Clinic.” He doesn’t tell the 
class anything about the patient’s 
symptoms but makes them decide 
what is the matter, simply by look- 
ing, feeling and listening, It ig 
very good discipline. 

Some of Dr. MacKellar’s stories 
remind us of our own patients. 
He tells a-story which he calls the 
“Broken Back Story.” A woman 
came in with her cat and said, 
“Oh, Doctor, I’m afraid she’s 
broken her back. She just lies on 
her back and rolls and rolls.” “Your 
cat hasn’t broken her back,” said 
Dr. MacKellar, “There’s a hand- 
some gentleman-cat out on your 
back fence, curling his mustaches. 
Kitty’s being coy and girlish.”

She can encourage 
the boys to collect insects, or flowers, or various varieties of apples in 
the autumn, or bits of stones, like quartz, limestone, granite, etc. En- 
courage the children to spell the names correctly and learn to pr 
nounce them properly. At dime stores you can often procure ill 


trated books of native. flowers and trees, insects or stones.

ONE-MAN COUNTRY NEWSPAPER 


For 63 of His 84 Years, Uncle Jim Wilcox Has Been Entire Staff of Weekly Ashland (Mo.) Bugle.

ASHLAND, Mo., May 29. 

R 63 years publication of the 

Prssniand Bugle, weekly news- 

paper of this Boone County 

town, has been a one-man affair, 
from start to finish. 

All this time James L. Wilcox 

has been the editor—also the repor- 


torial staff, advertising manager,, 


coiner of pithy paragraphs called 
“Blasts,” printer’s devil, composi- 
tor, pressman, addresser and wrap- 
per, and the man who carries the 
whole output down the main street 
to the postoffice every Thursday 
afternoon. 

He likes solitude and, at the age 
of 84, wants help from no man. 
He likes the smell of printer’s ink, 
in which he spends his working 
hours, and could not bear to live 
away from a printing office. He 
likes his niche in life, and, if he 
had the choice to make again, it 
would be the same. He is a con- 
tented man, and the archetype of 
the vanishing country editor of an 
earlier, simpler era. 

Wars, public scandals and all the 
worries of a crazy new world may 
be the big news for metropolitan 
editors, but “Uncle Jim” Wilcox 
has different ideas for his readers, 
proven by more than six decades 
of experience. The issue of May 
16, when Germany had overrun 
Holland and was pressing its ad- 
vantage in Belgium and France, 
was silent on the war. 

“It was only a short time till I 
found general news wasn’t wanted,” 
he says. “This is an agricultural 
community. I found one of the 
most popular items was like this— 
when the old brindle cow came to 
the front gate with twin calves, 
that went on the front page. 

“I found it was best to leave cer- 
tain things out and put certain 
things in. If a fellow gets in the 
cooler, it would just hurt his moth- 
er’s feelings or his wife’s feelings 
to tell about it; you just needn’t 
hear about it happening. I think

what I’ve left out accounts for the 
longevity of the paper.” 

The biggest news story he can 
recall handling was “the bustin’ 
of the bank five or six years ago,” 
which left Ashland without a de- 
pository. Next most important 
were several fires, including one 
in 1908 that wiped out the Bugle 
office and all its files and equip- 
ment, leaving Wilcox to start over 
again, without insurance. However, 
the bank failure remains the big- 
gest news event in the editor’s 
recollection, because, he says, it 
harmed more people, paying out 
only 2 per cent on deposits. 


A legend has sprung up that 
Wilcox never wrote an article run- 
ning more than 50 lines. He denies 
this, but concedes that he never 
wrote as much as 100 lines, be- 
cause he never had that much to 
tell, 


If a stage designer wanted to 
picture a country newspaper of- 
fice, he could do no hetter than 
copy the Bugle’s. . By the front 
window is the owner’s favorite 
type case, where he perches on a 
high stool and sets by hand the 
old-fashioned Long Primer type, 


.often composing from memory of 


facts, not written “copy.” Make-up 
is done on the traditional “stone,” 
an ink-stained slab of thick mar- 
ble. The flatbed press, acquired by 
Wilcox second-hand after the fire, 
is estimated by him to be 70 years 
old. Every Wednesday it prints 
the four inside pages from “boiler 
plate”’—prepared feature material 
from an agency, ready cast in type 
metal. Every Thursday at 1 p. m. 
it produces the four outside pages, 
a mixture of the editor’s own type 
and of boiler plate. Since it is 
geared to print 20 uncut papers a 
minute, it needs to run less than 
half an hour ordinarily on each 
of these days, as the circulation is 
about 500 copies. A gasoline motor 
in a back corner of the room is 
the motive power. 

Other objects in the little shop 
include a couple of additional type 
cases, in the drawer of one of which 


Eyestrain

ITHOUT realizing it, perhaps 
W tne fatigue you feel during 

the day, or at the end of the 
day, is either partly or entirely 
caused by eyestrain. And no wom- 
an can keep her beauty if her face 
is screwed up to see, and her body 
lags with fatigue.The National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness cautions us to take the nec- 
essary steps to eliminate strain- 
ing of the eyes, as such a condi- 
tion can raise havoc with our 
health and beauty, and may result 
in partial blindness. 

Symptoms of eye strain are 
these: (1) Discomfort from use 
of the eyes for near vision. (2) 
Discomfort when looking sharply 
at any object either at work or 
when reading for a considerable 
length of time. (3) Dimness of 
vision coming on after much use 
of the eyes. (4) Confusion of lines 
of print. (5) Pain about the eyes. 
(6) Headaches. (7) Drowsiness or 
falling asleep while trying to read 
an hour or two, when one has slept 
well the night before. (8) An occa- 
sional trickle of tears over the 
eyelashes while reading or work- 
ing. (9) Itching of the margin of 
the lids, (10) Burning sensation 
about the eye and sometimes red- 
ness along the margin of the lids. 

In addition to these symptoms 
you May experience dizziness, sick 
stomach or nausea, a twitching of 
the muscles of the face, and ner- 
vousness. 

Any one, or all of these symp- 
toms of eyestrain may appear in 
young children as well as adults, 


and even though the fitting of cor- 
rective lenses in youth is more dif- 
ficult than after middle life, the 
child who suffers from eyestrain 
should be taken at once to a good 
physician. 

To guard against eyestrain means 
to recognize its early symptoms and 
to seek competent medical service 
so that the cause of the symptom 
(the causes naturally vary) may he 
clearly understood, and if they are 
definitely due to straining of vision, 
suitable lenses should be fitted -o 
alleviate undue pull on the inside 
eye muscles. When this is done, the 
continued irritation to the nervous 
system resulting from fatigue, van- 
ishes. This applies to all ages. 

If your eyes require attention you 
are very foolish not to care for 
them even if it may mean sacrific- 
ing a new gown or hat! The woman 
who continue to strain her eyes, 
suffer fatigue and nervousness, be- 
cause she does not want to wear 
eyeglasses is extremely foolish and 
dserves little sympathy. 

Recently while in Hollywood my 
admiration was stirred by actress 
Brenda Joyce (whose stardom 
reads like a fairy tale), when she 
wore her eyeglasses during an in- 
terview of the press. This young 
thing realizes that her facial beau- 
ty can be impaired if she strains 
her eyes by going without her 
glasses when she is not being 
filmed. She has selected a style 
most becoming to her natural blond 
beauty, and no one who knows her 
or works with her, feels she is any 
less the beauty for being sensible!

HE shop is one of a row of five 
T one-story store rooms, with imi- 

tation brick fronts, owned by 
Wilcox, in Ashland’s principal busi- 
ness hlock. Near the other end of 
the block he owns another row. 
Rents are small and Wilcox is no 
bloated landlord. 

He is an erect man, standing 
5 feet, 10 inches. His hair, thick 
and somewhat unruly, is iron gray, 
as are his beetling eyebrows and 
tobacco-stained mustache. His face 
is brown and lined. The deep-set 
eyes are blue; spectacles seem to 
be off more often than on. A pipe 


with carved bowl is much used. 
Favorite, evidently, in workaday 
clothes are a black string tie and 
a brown jacket sweater. In ex- 
cellent health generally, Wilcox has 
suffered for more than five years 
from deafness. 

When he isn’t feeling well, as 
when he had influenza recently, he 
cuts down his already short work- 
ing week and throws more boiler 
plate, less local type, into the forms. 
Under the masthead of the May 9 
issue was the column heading, 
“Blasts,” followed by the notation, 
“(None this week).” 


“I don’t suppose I ever do put 
in a full day,” he laughs in his 
booming way, with a sly dig of the 
elbow towards the caller. “The 
paper says Volume 61, but I make 
it 63. It used to be the fashion 
to suspend every Christmas week, 
but I didn’t have judgment enough 
to keep the volume numbers 
straightened out. I used to suspend 
every spring, too, and go fishing, 
but now the State law says we 
have to issue every week, to be 
eligible for legal advertising. 


“I’m just as sound as a dollar,” 
he goes on, accepting a cigarette. 
“Could walk 10 miles, if I wanted, 
and I do walk a heap. I like soli- 
tude and go in the woods a good 
deal and have a good time with 
the birds, the squirrels and the 
snakes—you can find ‘most any- 
thing in the woods, if you're by 
yourself.” 

How does he gather his news? 
Folks bring most of it to the Bugle 
office; he’s “got ’em trained.” While 
the correspondent was there a 
preacher walked in with a news 
item and an electric utility man 
from Jefferson City with an ad 
about a rate reduction. 

Average profits of the Bugle— 
“my salary’—he estimates about 
$50 a month; he doesn’t keep books, 
just “gets it and spends it.” 

Born in Holt County, Northwest- 
ern Missouri, Dec. 5, 1855, when 
Franklin Pierce was President and 
this was a frontier region, Wilcox 
cannot remember his father, who 
died when the future editor was 3 
years old. He went to a log school- 
house and got halfway through Mc- 
Guffey’s Fourth Reader, and he

was 10 before he saw a kerosene 
lamp replacing tallow’ candles. 
After the Civil War the family 
moved to Nebraska City, Neb., 
where he became an appren- 
tice in a printing office and, by 
the time he was 18, a journeyman 
printer, roaming to Iowa. A half- 
brother at Ashland, knowing he 
wanted to set up shop for himself, 
sent him the Bugle’s advertise- 
ment for a man. 
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HE Bugle then was a four-page 

monthly sheet, established in 

1875, printed in Columbia and 
published by a merchant, who want- 
ed to sell his goods, and a lawyer, 
who dabbled in politics. Wilcox hur- 
ried to Ashland and, in spite of his 
youth and the fact that “I didn’t 
know anything except what I'd 
learned at the case,” the old owners 
gave him the paper without charge, 
on condition he would always retain 
the name and the Democratic al- 
legiance. The village, which had 
314 population in the 1930 census 
and hasn’t grown much since, had 
only about 200 in 1877, but Wilcox 
built up at once a list of 245 week- 
ly subscribers in the neighbor- 
hood. 

He borrowed ‘money and bought 
$700 worth of equipment to start 
out, all of which was shipped up 
the Missouri River by steamboat to 
Claysville, then hauled to Ashland 
by wagon. Two weeks later pub- 
lication began and in about two 
years the debt was paid off. 

The Bugle doesn’t pay much at- 
tention to politics and doesn’t take 
sides in primary campaigns. At a 
big community picnic in 1925 the 
editor was presented with a gold 
watch by the school children, in 
honor of his long service to Ash- 
land, and he still carries it proudly. 

His wife died in 1917; his only 
surviving daughter and his grand- 
son reside in St. Paul, Minn. He 
has lived, he puts it, in at least five 
worlds, having seen the develop- 
ment of the sewing machine and 
the invention of the electric lamp, 
telephone, airplane and radio, 

As the correspondent departed, 
Uncle Jim asked, “When your story 
comes out could you bill me for 
10 copies?”

Bridge Fault 
Indulged In by 
Many Players

HE average bridge player has a 
T very peculiar fault: He is afraid 
of the wrong things! Today's 
hand offers a typical illustration of 
this point.

West opened the heart king. 
Dummy’s ace won and declarer then 
rattled off five spade tricks, hop- 
ing that if either defender had 
more than three diamonds he 
might discard one to hold a stop- 
per in another suit. This did not 
occur, however. West had four 
diamonds, all right, but held on 
to them to the bitter end. East 
signaled with the nine of clubs 
on the third round of trumps, so 
West felt safe in blanking his 
club king and discarding one heart. 
After all his trumps were gone 
declarer hopefully laid down the 
A-K-Q of diamonds and was thor- 
oughly disgusted when it devel 
oped that West had the suit 
stopped. Obviously, there was noth- 
ing to be done but concede three 
club tricks and one diamond to the 
enemy, for the defeat of the con- 
tract. 

North, the erstwhile dummy, was 
inclined to be sarcastic about his 
partner’s lint of play. “Why didn’t 
you test the diamond situation be- 
fore drawing all my trumps?” he 
asked. 

South snorted derisively. “I sup- 
pose I should have risked the lead 
of the A-K-Q of diamonds while 
there was a trump still at large,” 
he sneered. 

Sneer or no sneer, that is pre- 
cisely what South should have done. 
Obviously, he was afraid to lead 
three rounds of diamonds while 
either opponent had a trump, be- 
cause if the diamonds did not 
break 3-3, the third round might 
be ruffed. What he overlooked 
was that his own line of play de- 
pended on a 3-3 diamond break to 
an even greater degree. The prop- 
er technique in standard situations 
such as this is to draw exactly two 
rounds of trumps, leaving dummy, 
with one trump, then to attempt to 
cash the three top diamonds. If 
the diamond suit does not break 
3-3 it may well be (as it was in 
this case) that the oppong@t who 
is out of diamonds on the _ third 
round is also out of trumps. Then 
the third diamond will not only 
hold but declarer is in a position to 
ruff the fourth and losing diamond. 
If he delays the cashing of his 
top diamonds until the trumps are 
gone, it is quite true that he avoids 
the possibility of a ruff, but he 
makes absolutely no provision for 
his fourth diamond. 

Although this is a comparatively 
simple situation, I commend it to 
readers’ attention.
